Biedermeier and Barclay Square are be- 
coming practically synonymous. In addi- 
tion to the fine antique and reproduction 
pieces of this style constantly arriving 
on the floor of their tasteful 227 East 
56th Street, New York, showroom, John 
Wisner has designed for them a new 
collection in the finest of this fruitwood- 
and-ebony tradition. He has taken his 
inspiration from the best of the antiques 
collected abroad by Irving Schwartz, 
president of this firm. But the inimitable 
Wisner touch has improved where no 
improvement seemed possible. Lines have 
simple dignity, and the scaling, you'll 
find, is ideal—large enough to be im- 
portant but still in keeping with the lower- 
ceilings, smaller spaces of today’s build- 
ings. The “Symphony” group—so called 
from the marvelous tonal medley of the 
fruitwood finish—is crafted in Vienna 
and carries that unmistakeable stamp of 
old-world workmanship and detailing. In- 
cluded in the line are highboys, chests, 
dressers and double dressers, chairs (as 
shown in the May issue of Interior Design 
in the Furniture Spotlight), a lamp and 
end table, two styles of beds, a large 
low, twelve-sided coffee table—and a 
complete dining room grouping on the 
way.

This year it is, after many months 
of trial and success, a hand-printed fabric 
collection known—justifiably—as ‘Hand 
Print Masterpieces.” Designs are new 
and dramatically portrayed, color is fea- 
tured in interesting techinque, even com- 
pletely new cloths have been developed to 
take proudly to the designs they stress.

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boiled linseed oil finish of a warm rich 
hue, (also available in birch and most 
standard finishes) bright brass shoes, and 
a clean, unfettered look relieve this 
line of any hackneyed classification. The 
linseed oil (still one of the most depend- 
able scratch and stain resistants) adds a 
lustre and distinction to the wood pieces 
normally associated only with mellow 
antiques. In the uphoistered units the 
lines have been kept sleek and decisive 
with foam rubber and concealed welting. 
Cane also comes in for accent in such 
unexpected places as sides of tables and 
chairs, and in traditional spots like chair 
backs (which in most cases can be up- 
holstered or all wood if you prefer). 
The sofa (or sofas, since the same sofa 
comes in anywhere from four feet to 
twelve feet lengths) is a noble construc- 
tion job—and good-looking too. With 
a nice respect for comfort, the out-sized 
lounge chair has remarkable depth, a 
subtle pitch, and a man-sized ottoman 
to match. Many more designs are on the 
way: a glass-topped end table on wheels 
for the perfect tea-wagon: a larger-than- 
life round cocktail table with glass, wood, 
or marble centerpiece on a swivel—just 
like a lazy Susan. There’s a solemn sturdi- 
ness inherent in all of these pieces— 
with the bonus of that fashionable 
spacious look and a _ wholly livable 
appeal. 


Scandian: Newly Defined 


That furniture designs from our Scandi- 
navian contemporaries have finally come 
of age—and beautifully, with a sophisti- 
cation almost surprising in its simplicity 
is exampled by the new look of designs 
by Swedish Modern, Inc. We spotted 
them first at the June Market, half un- 
crated (they are that new), in their 
spacious new showroom in Chicago 
1775 the Merchandise Mart. And the 
metamorphosis from the original highly- 
glossed, dramatically-grained items is 
complete. These news-worthy pieces are 
softened in every respect—their grains 
are simple and unaffected: finishes are 
natural, hand-oil-rubbed for a subdued 
patina: and silhouettes themselves are 
fluid and tireless to the eye. Five new 
cocktail tables fashioned superbly in 
either walnut or teak are typical of the 
collection as a whole. A tear-drop form 
on a trio of legs is brass-footed, as is the 
wholesome elliptical—both by Danish J. 
L. Moeller. Others include an almost- 
rectangle with sculptured legs and shapes 
that find their mates in end-table heights 
as well. For dining, Carl Eric Ekselius 
has contributed table, chest, and chairs 
in simple, sculptured walnut. A_ con- 
venient 60” by 39” closed, the table ex- 


tends by two leaves to a full 99”. The 
cabinet comes tray or shelf equipped. 

. So that the chips (or the actual 
lucre), may fall where they may, a card 
table pulls out and flips over exchanging 
its wooden top for one of kelly felt—the 
better to trump your ace, my dear. There 
are myriad other new additions, all 
catering to the single theme of contem- 
porary elegance, simply achieved, actu- 
ally an understatement of design and 
execution that is certain to charm. In 
New York you may pay your respects at 
675 Fifth Avenue. 


Pastels In Leather 


Adams Leathers Inc., 530 Madison 
Avenue, New York—noted for one of 
the most distinctive collections of colors 
in fine imported English leathers for 
decorative use—has done the impossible! 
They've brought out eight more new 
shades—bringing the amazing total of 
unusual and rich stock colorways up 
to fifty-five—not to mention their mirac- 
ulous success in matching any custom 
color you wish. With leather one of the 
slickest answers to the decorative-and- 
practical puzzle, the possibilities for in- 
terior use become even more provocative 
when such imaginative hues are avail- 
able: café au lait, a vibrant strawberry, 
powder blue, a pale dusty pink, butter 
yellow, putty gray, sea spray (which is 
a subtle gray-green), and emerald. The 
Patina group is distinguished by hand 
controlled glazing which gives the ap- 
pearance of a hand-rubbed finish. It’s 
mellow, soft, and has the effect of fine 
aged wood. This is a lighter gloss version 
of their by-now-famous Velvetone finish 
—which requires no polishing, merely a 
cloth dusting and mild-soap washing 
about twice a year to restore the lustrous 
finish. Also new here—a very exciting 
gold metallic coloration which is so true 
in its glints and glitters that it’s hard to 
believe that it’s leather and not pure 
24 carat! Incidentally, the gold won’t 
tarnish. Also on the racks is a new, 
very handsome version of the popular 
tortoise shell treatment. Latest specialty 
here is a series of gold and palladium 
designs which can be hand-tooled on the 
actual hide, thus insuring a surface so 
durable, a design so permanent that 
the leather can be used for upholstery 
with no risk at all. The designs are 
smart, original in some cases, small- 
scale on the whole, and when used with 
the marvelous quality and colors of 
leather here, a distinct artistic innova- 
tion in the decorative field. 


Tweeds by Thaibok 


The wondrous silk looms of Siam which 
have so stirred the decorative imagina- 
tions of the trade in recent years through 
the exclusive efforts of Thaibok Fabrics, 
Ltd., 37 East 61st Street, New York, 


have inspired this same firm, in a round- 





about way, to a new project in the form 
of some heavy textured machine-made 
fabrics to be manufactured in this coun- 
try. The brilliance and utter luxury of 
the Siamese silks seemed to require 
sharp contrast in weight, texture and 
casualness of mood in any comple- 
mentary fabric—so that the newcomer 
would not look sickly. So, wisely, the 
first two fabrics heralding this new line 
are as unlike the silks as July is to 
January. Both are designed by Jack Lar- 
sen, and both are textured tweeds—- 
geared for heavy duty—with a lush, 
hand-woven look to them. One is cotton 
and jute, distinctly colored six ways in 
black with—olive, terra cotta, slate blue, 
charcoal, mustard, or white. This is a 
most stylish combine in reassuring close 
weave, and it retails at about $13 a 
yard in 54” widths. The second is a 
lighter, looser weave in cotton and linen, 
using three colors in a subtly striated 
pattern. There are five three-way com- 
bines available in this drapery and up- 
holstery fabric—the most enlivened is a 
mixture of a Siamese red, mustard and 
black. Others include, aqua and blues; 
beige, white and black; mustard, yellow 
and black; and yellow, white and black. 
This runs about $12 a yard retail, also 
in 54” widths. With such an inspired 
start (eight colorways of these have al- 
ready been chosen to appear in the 1952 
Good Design Exhibition of the Museum 
of Modern Art), this line is not only a 
happy complement to the Siamese silks 
but to the entire fabric scene. All Thai- 
bok fabrics will be available throughout 
the country at: Mitchell-David Co., 
Chicago and Grand Rapids: Kneedler- 
Fauchere, San Francisco; Arnold Pann- 
ing, Los Angeles; Showroom, Inc., 
Miami. 


Woven-Wood Goes Custom 


Tropicraft of California, famous for their 
Woven-Wood fabrics (meaning precisely 
“fabrics loomed from lithe strips of 
natural wood and reeds”), has now added 
a new hand-woven fabric which combines 
a warm gray rayon, heavy cotton chenille 
rug warp in white, and gold metallic with 
two types of filler slat: one/eighth inch 
reed or three/eighth inch veneer slat, both 
of which can be spray-painted to your 
custom color. The fabric can, of course, 
come in any width up to 96 inches. This 
is a most sophisticated addition to the 
natural-woods primarily used by this firm. 
Surprisingly inexpensive for a hand-woven 
effect, (retailing between $21.50 and 
$31.50) the secret lies in the standard 
gray, white and gold warp which can be 
blended with almost any color scheme, 
but which also takes nothing from the 
rich custom-look. Used most effectively as 
horizontal draperies, they can also be 
adapted to roller shades.

Not only grace- 
ful of line, but the swirl mahogany finish 
with satinwood banding forms a very 
elegant surface. Another tricky table is 
a 36” diameter drum table with a clover- 
leaf-formed top which also extends 
with the use of three 12” leaves. This 
is one of those ideal pieces for small 
traditional apartments—worth its weight 
in utility. The French Provincial line 
offers headboards and beds (you may 
order bedding here too), complete din- 
ing room furnishings (including a highly 
practical serving cart on casters with 
two removable tray tops), two styles 
of breakfronts with grill or glass doors 
or open hutch-effect. There are at least 
eight headboard designs in a wide range 


of styles—from an ornate painted Vene- 
tian affair to simple chair backs. Beds 
come in 5 foot, 6 foot, and 78” dual 
sizes. This is a good outfit to keep in mind 
for medium prices, fast deliveries and a 
complete custom service. 


Chic at The Blackamoor 


The “classic tradition” and wrought iron 
furniture have been given a double shot 
in the arm by the suave and talented 
team of Charles Meyer and Randall Ken- 
ney. The Blackamoor, 17 East 64th Street, 
New York—their superbly decorated 
showroom of antiques and accessories—- 
is the scene of a spectacular showing of 
furniture of their own design. Wrought 
iron with ormolu mountings of graceful 
swan’s heads form chairs, benches, con- 
sole and lamp tables. (One of these is 
shown in this issue in the Furniture Spot- 
light). Curved x-constructed legs and 
curved arms on the chairs and bench give 
a delicate, graceful silhouette, while the 
utter simplicity of the iron and tight- 
upholstered seat and back leave lots of 
room for blending fabric and furniture 
with most types of decorative schemes. 
The chairs come with or without ball- 
fringed swags on back and seat—a Cam- 
paign note of great style. All the furni- 
ture is available in three stock painted 
finishes: black, white, or antique green. 
Tables come with glass or marble tops— 
the consoles, incidently, are 36” by 18” 
and fit neatly at either end of a 36” 
square bridge table to create a sizeable 
and gracious dining area. Another versa- 
tile item: the 36” diameter lamp table 
can be had with removable tray top in 
metal over the regular glass or marble 
top. The chicness of this collection is just 
a come-on to the rich fund of original 
decorating ideas displayed all over the 
showroom. Wall treatments, in particular, 
are something to write home about! A 
trompe loeil by artist Jean Yves-Pique 
on wardrobe doors of shelves and French 
porcelain is covered by chicken wire— 
which all serves to give a magic perspec- 
tive of hazy depth and eye-catching light 
all at the same time. They've a number 
of good 18th and 19th-century engrav- 
ings and gouaches—mainly architectural 
in feeling—hung or unhung for your 
choice. The showroom is full of possibili- 
ties for lamp bases also—and another of 
their projects is some fine metal can- 
delabra of ornate French inspiration—re- 
produced by them in quantity to be deli- 
cately hand-painted to your colors. Very 
frivolous items these, with crystal prisms, 
marble bases, five candle holders, and in 
one design, with a classic female figure 
gracing the center. They will retail at 
about $95. This is an inspired showroom 
with a really exciting aura of creation 
about it. For here is the phenomenon of 
what is actually a i952 avant garde in 
classic decoration. 





Silversmith: 
To Your Order 


Adda Hustad-Andersen, silversmith ex- 
traordinaire, pursues with singular ar- 
tistry what has virtually become a lost 
art. In her studio-shop at 887 First Ave- 
nue, New York, she fashions silver, gold 
and various other metal pieces—flatware, 
silver services, all manner of individual 
serving pieces and interesting treatments 
involving enamel for linings of copper 
ashtrays, etc. From the Danish masters of 
her native Copenhagen and from Jean 
Dunand in Paris, Miss Andersen learned 
the exacting craft, but the vibrant, origi- 
nal designs are wholly her own. Her work 
reflects the strong simplicity of the mod- 
ern Scandinavian art, but her inimitable 
contribution has been to bring curves to 
straight planes, a feeling of grace and 
esthetically pleasing flow to the stern, un- 
relieved squares and angles of ascetic mod- 
ern seen about so much these days.

@ The Republicans have nominated their standard bearer and the 
Democrats have nominated theirs. It is interesting to think how these 
two dramatic events have had such a direct impact—other than 
political—upon the home. Out of all the furor in Chicago the 
thought occurs how TV enabled every owner of a set to be an ob- 
server of the two conventions. For television has virtually made a 
theater out of the average home. 

But only a small percentage of the living rooms in America have 
been planned with full consideration given to the TV unit. Interior 
designers busy with the living rooms of the newest houses are taking 
it into consideration in their planning, but in the majority of homes 
it has been added as a recent adjunct to the living room. In such 
instances space is provided for this new accessory, but so far it has 
not been integrated into the actual design of the living room. 

Heretofore the fireplace or, more recently, the picture window has 

been the focal point around which the interior has been developed. 
TV has introduced a new focal point, or axis, into the scheme, and 
its integration has been a matter of expediency and compromise. 
Because the sofa is a multiple seating unit, the TV set has invariably 
been placed on a direct axis with it, which meant that auxiliary seat- 
ing units have had to be continually moved from their symmetric or 
asymmetric stations in the room and moved into position for view- 
ing, and then returned to their normal positon afterward. 
@ Naturally the wear and tear on carpeting is simply impossible 
to estimate; and the continuous handling of upholstered pieces of 
furniture has meant greater soiling and increased cleaning expense. 
For this reason the future of TV in interior design appears to depend 
upon the built-in set. The problem at the moment, however, is in 
integrating portable TV sets and their cabinet designs into the 
respective schemes of interior design. 

The two recent national political conventions have supplied 
a dramatic demonstration that the living room has become the 
family theater. Every interior designer should be alert to this fact. 
An entirely new concept of interior design is in the making. And 
it is not difficult to comprehend the unusual business opportunities 
awaiting the interior designers if they do nothing more than com- 
pletely integrate television into the decorative schemes of already- 
completed jobs.

could one wish for than a breezy penthouse looking down 
upon the valley of Central Park? For the porch-sitters 
there are terrace apartments overlooking the East River 
where sun-bathing may be enjoyed.

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Interior design has always been a big 
subject. And with style as one of its 
chief factors, we have had many aims, 
types and qualities. But the really capa- 
ble interior designer will always, as in 


the past, make his own rules, decide at 


just what length with what detail and 


just what spirit he shall treat the job in 
hand. The more traditional in char- 
acter and important the commission, 
the more certain he will be to go back 
to the older norms of interior design. 

For no important designing in the 
traditional manner can be done which 
does not meet three tests: it must re- 
create accurately its central historical

ognize a job that is truly commendable, 
for we realize that our own apprecia- 
tion of values has been vitally touched. 

As long as taste includes a just sense 
of proportion, it will be apparent that 
none of the long-tested factors may be 
forfeited in a job. Work in traditional 
design still challenges the talents of 
most interior designers, as it has in the 
long march of time in the past. But 
how rarely today does truly good design 
in the traditional manner meet the 
aforementioned cardinal principles. 

For this reason it is always heartening 
to come upon a house in which the 
abiding rules of correct interior de- 
signing in a traditional style have been 
adhered. How rewarding the results 
may be is exemplified in the house of 
Dr. Paul V. Ledbetter of Houston, 
Texas, shown here. William V. Stone, 
Inc. was the interior designer and 
George McHale was the architect. 

The house of red_ brick, partly 
shrouded in ivy, has wood shutters 
painted white to accentuate the fenes- 
tration and emphasize the architectural 
design. And a park-like setting of an- 
cient trees festooned with moss makes 
the house reminiscent of those delight- 
ful eighteenth-century plantation houses 
located along the James River. Indeed 
the architect has produced for his client 
a residence designed in a great tradition 
with all modern conveniences. 

An Early Georgian entrance, orna- 
mented with corbels and curved pedi- 
ment and framing double doors set in 
a deep reveal, establishes the formal 
character of the house and raises the 
visitor’s expectations concerning the in- 
terior.

ALPHABETS AND ORNAMENTS 


By Ernst Lehner. Fully illustrated with 
drawings, large format. 270 pp. Cleveland 
and New York: World Publishing Co. 
$10. 


Interior designers, artists, craftsmen, printers, typo- 
graphers and art students will all find this volume a 
practical and beautiful addition to their library. As a 
source book for antique motifs, alphabets and patterns, 
it will be especially valuable for interior designers in 
creating new designs in fabrics, floor coverings and wall- 
papers. 

It is a beautifully designed volume, reproducing over 
750 illustrations of leading ornamental art of the past 500 
years. Title pages, frontispieces, initials, monograms, al- 
phabets, type flowers, lace borders, rare drawings, peas- 
ant art, broadsides, bookmarks, calligraphy, heraldic 
devices, seals and stamps, and much more are arranged 
in attractive pages with full explanatory notes. 

The material reproduced was selected and compiled 
by the author to give the reader the possibility of visual- 
izing in chronological order the abundance of designs 
in applied ornaments and decorations of the past centu- 
ries, without the necessity of plowing through acres of 
books and prints. 

An additional valuable feature of the book is an ex- 
tensive 400 book bibliography on decorative and orna- 
mental subjects that has been included. 


SALEM INTERIORS 


Two Centuries of New England Taste and 
Decoration pictured by Samuel Cham- 
berlain. Illustrated with 331 photographs. 
280 pp. New York: Hastings House. 
$6.00. 


Only a few cities can provide a complete historical 
portrait of New England decoration and architecture. 
Salem, Massachusetts, happens to be peculiarly blessed 
in this respect. Two things set Salem apart: many of its 
houses retain intact the ancestral furniture, china and 
paintings which were acquired in Europe and the Orient 
by its original house owners—sea captains and merchants 
who made early fortunes in the golden era of Yankee 
shipping; and, in addition, Salem has an almost com- 
pletely monopoly of the work of America’s greatest 
architectural wood carver, Samuel McIntire. Due to the 
generous cooperation of the owners, the author has been 
privileged to portray many fine rooms which are not 
open to public scrutiny. Several of the imposing mansions 


on Chestnut and Federal Streets are thus shared with 
the readers. 

The illustrations cover a wide range of interest. There 
are early pine interiors and fine examples of Georgian 
paneling and wood carving from the Federal period; 
there are details of china and pewter collections, giran- 
dole mirrors, clocks and the exquisite objects found on 
Salem mantels. Period furniture, both English and 
American, is shown with the exotic teakwood pieces 
which ship captains proudly brought back from the 
Orient. There are views of celebrated Salem stair rails 
and fireplaces and brilliant close-ups of some of Samuel 
McIntire’s most dexterous wood carving. 


OLD STURBRIDGE VILLAGE 


A Camera Impression by Samuel Cham- 
berlain. Illustrated with 130 photographs. 
72 pp. New York: Hastings House. $3.75. 

To many a collector, antiquarian, and interior designer, 
the most pleasant and exciting even in years was the 
recent opening cf Old Sturbridge village in southern 
Massachusetts. In some ways it is an outdoor museum, 
a recreated community showing the New England way 
of life in the early 1800's. But it is also a living com- 
munity, populated by skilled artisans who practice their 
craft of woodworking, pottery, weaving, metalworking, 
or just plain horse shoeing before your eyes. 

The village owes its inception to Albert B. Wells and 
his brother J. Cheney Wells, who spent years collecting 
implements of the early New England craftsmen, and a 
fascinating miscellany of furniture, old clocks, lamps, 
guns and numberless other antiques. To display this 
unique and extensive collection, historic houses, stores 
and barns were moved to a secluded site near Quinebaug 
River. A grist mill and a blacksmith’s shop were rebuilt, 
and a Village Meeting House was transported to a 
proud place on the Village Green. The group now con- 
sists of more than thirty buildings which not only display 
the amazing Wells collection but actually brings a whole 
epoch back to life. 

With his pentrating photographs and captions, Mr. 
Chamberlain takes the readers on a guided tour of this 
remarkable community. The pictures follow the natural 
footpath which a visitor might take, stopping to focus 
an inquiring lens into the interiors of the old houses, 
mills, and craft shops. The result is a treasury of hitherto 
unpublished pictures.

Few changes were necessary in the living room, al- 
ready attractive with a background of sand-beige carpet 
and of alabaster painted walls whose color was derived 
from a pair of enormous alabaster lamps flanking the 
big sofa opposite the fireplace. 

The first thing done was to remove the paintings— 
by young French artists, Venard, Baylinson and Blatman 
—and small rugs and all accessories not actually essential 
to the scheme, and immediately an air of greater spa- 
ciousness—conducive to coolness—was gained; next the 
heavier winter curtains came down and curtains of cool- 
looking linen with a design of poppies, roses, iris and ivy 
in orange, green and deep mauve on a white ground 
were substituted. A baby grand piano at the left of the 
fireplace was left in place, as were the shelves of books 
extending from floor to ceiling and flanking the double 
doors to the hall, at one end of the room. All the chairs 
and a sofa were slipcovered in the same cool-looking 
linen as the curtains. Finally the lamps received new 
silk shades, the same white as the linen slipcovers. 

The walls of the dining room have been painted cool 
aquamarine and the ceiling a pale turquoise, which, with 
the sand-beige carpet appearing throughout the apart- 
ment, make a perfect background for the fine mahogany 
Regency antique furniture and a cool summer landscape 
by Nubia, hanging over the sideboard. The background 
color has been heightened by the brass-inlaid table top 
covered with leather stained pale turquoise and tooled 
in gold. The textured aquamarine-blue curtains here are 
draped in a rather formal festoon treatment supplement- 
ing the furniture, and for the warm months the inner 
curtains are replaced by handwoven fabric roller shades 
that incorporate all the colors in the room and spice 
them with gleaming silver and gold in a striped effect. 
The antique chairs are upholstered in a handwoven 
flamingo-pink nubby fabric that makes a dramatic color 
contrast in the room. And an icy-cool quality is given the 
room by a tall mirrored screen and the lighting fixtures 
of frosty white Venetian glass. 

A small library has a crisp black and white look about 
it, contributed by a cocktail table and the fabric used 
for curtains and slipcovers, that has a very cool effect. 
The carpet here, as throughout the apartment, is sand- 
beige, and the walls and woodwork have been painted 
and glazed a delightful brindle color. The wall above the 
sofa has been mirrored, and against it a pair of Louis 
XV appliques installed. Citron-yellow cushions on a sofa, 
that match Spanish faience apothecary jars made into 
lamps, supply a contrasting color note that is excellent. 

The bedroom is given architectural interest by spe- 
cially designed Directoire closet doors paneled with 
mirror. And great élan is contributed by azalea-pink 
walls and a delightful floral linen bearing a large pattern

travel have been installed on the new liner. There are 
two theaters, a swimming pool and a gymnasium, 
libraries, smoking rooms and cocktail lounges. There are 
twenty-six public rooms altogether, with ten elevators 
serving the respective decks. The staterooms have a tele- 
phone in each. 

Against this background of stirring technological 
achievement, the consultants for the art, architecture 
and interior design were charged with the responsibility 
of producing interiors of undoubted artistic excellence. 
Credit for the interior architecture goes to the firm of 
Eggers & Higgins, Architects. The result has been back- 
grounds bold in concept, imposing in scale, beautiful and 
daring in design. 

Manufacturers, scientists and artists did pioneer work 
in building this vessel without a peer. Because of the 
numerous new design problems and _ limitations—pre- 
sented by the combination of a luxury liner and possible 
troop ship—considerable study of the structural and 
mechanical drawings was required to arrive at an ap- 
propriate arrangement as a general scheme for each 
space before developing the interior designng details. 
Throughout the big liner aluminum replaces wood, even 
in the frames and legs of chairs and sofas, to the rails 
around the decks.

New ideas and new materials abound in the décor of 
the vessel. Glass, aluminum and gesso are among the 
materials used in new ways. Aluminum furniture in suites 
and cabin class, as well as tourist rooms, is painted with 
lacquer in clear reds, greens or blues. Fabrics and furni- 
ture are non-inflammable. No wood appears in the ship 
except in pianos and butchers’ chopping blocks. Dynel, 
a new linen-like textile fiber made from natural gas and 
salt, is used for the bedspreads, draperies and decorative 
trim, amounting to thirteen-and-a-half miles. Chairs in 
the lounge are upholstered with foam glass and covered 
with fire-resistant dynel fabrics. 

The fabrics, many of which are hand-loomed, and 
most of which have a hand-loomed quality, have a re- 
freshing variety in texture and color. The nubby, thick 
fabrics so much used in contemporary interiors predomi- 
nate in the public rooms. Metal threads woven through 
some of these fabrics contribute glints of gold, silver and 
copper. Most of these were specially designed and woven 
for the ship. Thirty-five of the finest fabric houses in 
the country have woven materials for the ship. 

In tune with the current trend of bringing al fresco 
colors indoors, Interior Designers Smyth, Urquhart and 
Marckwald peered through portholes and brought ocean 
colors into the lounges, adding several new shades.

Colors are bold and clear, in keeping with the interior 
designers’ contention that bright colors represent current 
American tastes. In the luxurious first class dining saloon, 
chairs are bright red and walls and curtains are beige. 

The observation lounge is one of the most striking 
rooms on the ship. The immense room, forward of the 
promenade deck, extends the full width of the ship, and 
has sixteen extra length windows on each side. Blue and 
green are combined for a dramatic effect here, the carpet 
green as grass, the upholstery fabrics blue and green as 
the sky and the ocean outside. 

Two murals on the curved bulkheads in the central 
section carry out the theme in sea-blues, sea-greens and 
gold. One is a decorative delineation of the topography 
of the Atlantic Ocean floor with bronze arrows indicat- 
ing the prevailing winds, by Artist Raymond Wendell; 
the other mural by the same artist, further carrying out 
the ocean theme, shows the patterns of the surface cur- 
rents. Another interesting feature of this room is the 
fourteen small round tables with enameled tops by Artist 
Mira Jedwabnik in various sky colors from midnight blue 
to soft dawn blue, each one bearing a decoration of stars 
representing a different constellation. 

The work of fourteen American artists appears 
throughout the ship. Adorning the stairs and foyers in 
first class and two stairhalls in cabin class are some two

hundred pieces of aluminum basrelief sculptures of the 
symbolic United States eagle and state flowers and birds, 
executed by Artist Austin Purves. 

A painted decoration by Artist Lewis E. York, featur- 
ing early American historic battles, marks the central 
section of the spacious cabin class smoking lounge. The 
dark green walls are broken by large windows bordered 
by curtains of a geometric harlequin design in red, green, 
beige and white, with banquettes and upholstered chairs 
covered in beige leather and occasional chairs in red 
textured fabric. 

Murals on the brown walls of the first class cocktail 
lounge off the ballroom were inspired by Navajo sand 
paintings. Artist Peter Ostuni gave permanency to the 
Indian art by using vitreous enamel on copper, and ap- 
plying real sand for the background. 

The oval ballroom is dark red and pale gold given a 
party mood by nineteen edge-lighted carved glass murals 
decorated with an underseas theme of ocean flora and 
mermaids, executed by Artist Charles Gilbert. Gold ac- 
cents blend with the gold frames and subtle lighting. 
Against the carved glass panels banquettes have been set 
to form furniture groupings in the vast area. 

The first class dining room is dominated by four five- 
feet-high carved figures. Sculptor Gwen Lux formed these 
and other supplementary figures from foam glass blocks, 
using files instead of chisels.

A spacious uncluttered effect characterizes the draw- 
ing room, where each article of furniture or objet d’art 
has been placed to its best advantage, calculated to best 
supplement the other furnishings in the room. The area 
at the fireplace, for example, has been left clear in order 
to dramatize a fine old Georgian mantel. 

Color here, as in all historical examples of the period 
that have set the precedent, is vivid but never obtrusive, 
and complements perfectly the polished antique mahog- 
any pieces. The walls have been painted a soft blue- 
green, which, with the woodwork painted an old white, 
makes a perfect foil for the brilliant American beauty 
rose color of the silk damask draperies and antique 
Aubusson rug. The under curtains are silk gauze, of a 
pleasing champagne color. A brass-colored damask on a 
Hepplewhite sofa emphasizes the gilt of an Empire 
mirror on the wall above, and this note of gold is re- 
iterated in the frames of pictures and mirrors and in 
several of the lamps. Additional color is contributed by 
an antique secretary in black lacquer with raised gold 
decoration, this exotic note appearing again in a pair 
of lovely old Chinese chests, flanking the doorway. 

The background of the dining room derives its interest 
from a colorful scenic wallpaper, painted by hand in 
China in a design of flowering trees and birds, mounted 
above the paneled dado. The woodwork here, as in the

drawing room, is painted old-white and the rug is an 
antique Savonnerie with an old-blue center. The drap- 
eries are ice-blue damask, matching the background of 
the wallpaper, and make an effective background for 
the antique furniture, including an early Sheraton exten- 
sion table and ribbon-back Chippendale chairs, fitted 
with cherry-red antique satin tufted squab cushions. An 
Empire breakfast table has been placed in a bay window 
to hold an old china teaset, and over a rare Hepplewhite 
sideboard has been hung an authentic Chippendale gilt 
mirror. The lighting in this attractive room is derived 
from a crystal chandelier supplemented by candles. 
The repose and quiet atmosphere of the master bed- 
room, typical of the upstairs rooms in the house, can be 
attributed to a color scheme, developed from a muted 
palette combined with the dark woods of the furniture. 
The wall paper, applied above a dado painted sea-green 
has a floral motif of red, pink, white and green on a 
brown ground. The draperies are red taffeta, matching 
the damask chair seats, and the ruffled under curtains 
are cream net. The brown color of the walls has been 
brought down into the room on a matching brown satin 
tufted upholstered chair. The bed, an antique mahogany 
example with decorated valance, is curtained with ruffled 
net, and a bedspread of cream and pink crinkled damask 
emphasizes the neutral bonewhite expanse of the rug. 
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COUNTRY HOUSES IN BRITAIN—II 


Editor’s Note: This month INTERIOR DESIGN presents the second 
of a two-part listing of outstanding country houses in Britain of 
especial interest to interior designers, with a discussion of the 
houses built since the Renaissance. In the next issue shall appear 
a list of interesting villas and smaller palaces in Italy and Spain, 
rounding out a comprehensive selection of national shrines in 
the U. S. and Europe. 


The effect of the Renaissance was to introduce Italian 
and French artistry to serve a more elaborate style of 
living, in which defense ceased to need consideration. 
Symbolizing the new freedom, windows increased in size 
and number, towers changed into gay pinnacles and tur- 
rets, classical columns and arches replaced massive but- 
tresses, and sculptured ornament abounded. Outstanding 
among the great Elizabethan houses of this type are 
Longleat, Wiltshire (1547-80); Burghley House, Lin- 
colnshire, built 1550-70 by the great queen’s minister, 
Robert Cecil; Wollaton Hall, Nottinghamshire; Lonford 
Castle, Wiltshire, built on a strange triangular plan; and 
Kirby Hall, Northamptonshire, built by Sir Christopher 
Hatton, which is now an exquisite ruin. In other cases 
the gabled manor-house tradition was followed, but 
elaborated with classical features, as at Sutton Place, 
Surrey, and Barrington Court and Montacute, Somerset. 

After 1600, the age of Shakespeare witnessed under 
James I the development of the characteristic Jacobean 
style, splendidly exemplified by Hatfield House, Hert-

forshire; Blickling Hall, Norfolk; Audley End, Essex; 
Castle Abbey, Northamptonshire, to name only four 
great houses. Within, they are rich with carved wainscot, 
elaborately molded plaster, tapestry and needlework. 
The outstanding example of Jacobean interior design is 
Knole, Kent, dating from the Middle Ages but much 
enlarged and sumptuously adorned by generations of the 
Sackville family in the 17th century. Among the beauti- 
ful manor houses of the time, Chastleton House, Oxford- 
shire, must be mentioned for its historic contents; East 
Riddlesden Hall as a typical Yorkshire specimen; Kiplin 
Hall, Yorkshire, for its pictures of the founders of Balti- 
more, U.S.A.; Hinchingbrooke, Huntingdonshire, for its 
links with Pepys, and Cromwell; Batemans, Burwash, as 
a Sussex ironmaster’s house, once the home of Kipling. 
There is no more picturesque style of building than 
that of the Jacobean manor house, whether built in the 
limestone of the Cotswolds, the rosy brick of East Anglia, 
the flint and chalk of Wiltshire, or the oak of the forest 
shires. Winton House, East Lothian, is an exceptionally 

fine Scottish house of late 16th-century date. 

Inigo Jones had introduced the true classic style before 
the Civil War (1642-49) at Wilton House, Wiltshire 
associated with Sir Philip Sidney, whose home, how- 
ever, was Penshurst). This first phase of classicism is seen 
best at the Queen’s House, Greenwich, now the Royal

Maritime Museum, built by Jones for Charles I’s Queen. 
But for some years after the Restoration (1660) the 
earlier tradition persisted. Typical of Charles II’s reign, 
both in their magnificent contents and transitional archi- 
tecture, are Ham House, Surrey; Drayton, Northamp- 
tonshire, and Lyme, Cheshire. But soon the English 
baroque style was established by Sir Christopher Wren, 
of which a magnificent instance is Chatsworth, Derby- 
shire, the home of the Dukes of Devonshire, and con- 
taining a world-famous art collection. Squires and yeo- 
men rehoused themselves in the simpler dignity associ- 
ated with Queen Anne’s reign, as at Upton House, 
Warwickshire, which contains a notable collection of 
English sporting pictures; Wallington, Northumberland, 
and Gunby Hall, Lincolnshire; while Owletts, Kent, 
with good plaster ceilings, is the Queen Anne version of 
a Kentish yeoman’s home. 

With the coming of the 18th century, a purer classical 
style prevailed for the great houses erected by the Whig 
nobility amid scenery of arcadian elegance. Typical 
examples, with surroundings and furnishings of the pe- 
riod, are Stourhead, Wiltshire (Chippendale furniture) ; 
Holkham, Norfolk (designed by W. Kent) ; Stoneleigh 
Abbey, Warwickshire; and West Wycombe Park, Buck- 
inghamshire. After the middle of the century the brothers 
Adam carried classicism to its finest expression, antici-

pating the Empire style prevalent on the Continent un- 
der Napoleon. Two of their most notable works are Syon 
and Osterley, Middlesex, and others partly or entirely 
due to the Adams are Harewood House, Yorkshire (in 
collaboration with Carr of York) ; Kedleston, Derbyshire 
(with James Paine) ; Hatchlands, Surrey; and Kenwood, 
Hampstead. In most of these are masterpieces of furni- 
ture by Chippendale. Culzean, Ayrshire, the Scottish 
home of General Eisenhower, is an unusual instance of 
a romantic castle designed by Adam; also in Scotland, 
Blair Castle, Perthshire, is notable for its magnificent 
18th-century furnishings. Attingham, Shropshire, and 
Heaton, Lancashire, are notable late English examples 
of Georgian classicism. 

In the early 19th century the Napoleonic war, the 
rise of industrialism, and the “romantic revival” in liter- 
ature combined to direct imagination to the ruder and, 
it was felt therefore, more genuine and homely arts of 
the Middle Ages. The novels of Sir Walter Scott were 
the greatest single influence in this direction, and Ab- 
botsford, Roxburghshire, his Scottish Border home, ex- 
emplifies the effect on architecture. . . . Sympathetic 
restoration of old buildings and the collection of period 
furnishings was another development of romanticism of 
which Treasurer’s House, York, and Polesden Lacy,

Surrey, can be cited as very successful Edwardian exam- 
ples. More recently this interest has been extended to 
collections of Folk Art, notably at St. Fagan’s Castle, 
Glamorgan (National Museum of Wales), Rufford Old 
Hall, Lancashire (15th century), and Tickenhill, Wor- 
cestershire. Snowshill Manor, Gloucestershire, is, in 
effect, a delightful private folk-museum. 

As the 20th century has advanced, the difficulty of 
maintaining these often unwieldy but historic mansions 
has increased. A few are now museums; Kenwood, 
Hampstead, contains the Iveagh Bequest of English 
18th-century paintings; Temple Newsam, Yorkshire, a 
very fine Elizabethan house, is the Leeds Art Gallery; 
Aston Hall, Warwickshire, is admirably furnished by 
that of Birmingham. An increasing number, though still 
inhabited, are maintained by the National Trust, certain 
ones by the Ministry of Works, and in a majority of the 
remainder the owners occupy a portion. 

A selection of houses open to the public, and of espe- 
cial interest to interior designers, includes the following: 

Western Midlands and Wales: Cheshire: Lyme Park, 
Disley; Little Moreton Hall, Congleton. Denbighshire:
